The Annual Parish Meeting was neld in the Schaol on Wednesday 27 March. Some of the 
matters arising were as follows: 


Swavesey Village College 


When I gave my annual report as the representative of the Parish on the Governing 
Body of the College, it was clear from the questions asked that some parents of 
children at the College, and others of children who will be going to the College, 
are not entirely reassured that their children are (or will be) offered the type 
of education that they would like. 

Mr rhilip Toogood, the Warden, tells me that a brochure describing the new 
opportunities at Swavesey Village College when it becomes a comprehensive school 
will be sent out to parents at the beginning of the Summer term. He would also like 
to come to a mecting of parents at Bar Hill to discuss and answer queries when the 
brochure is out. 

Meanwhile, I am calling a meeting on THURSDAY 2 MaY at 8 pm (either in the 
Church Centre or in the School - I'll tell you later) for all parents and prospective 
parents of Swavesey Village College children. 

This will be a private meeting for and attended by Bar Hill parents only. I 
want to collate their concerns so that when Mr Toogood visits us, he will be better 
prepared to answer queries. I should add that this meeting is held witn his 
agreement and blessing. 


Vandalism 


Another matter which I mentioned was that of vandalism. ‘There have been several 
cases of damage to property in the village, and many have not been reported to the 
police, having been thought, perhaps, to have been too trivial. 

This is not the case. Policing will not improve, unless the police perceive 
the need. Some arrests have been made, but the whole problem cannot be investigated 
unless all the incidents are reported.
